Educational Preparation for Nursing 


Three basic educational programs prepare students for the 
NCLEX examination (often called “state board exams”) to 
become licensed nurses. Practical nurse schools usually award 
a Practical Nurse Diploma, entitling graduates to take the 
test to become a Licensed Practical Nurse (L.P.N.). Two- 
year college programs usually award an Associate of Science 
in Nursing (A.D.N.), entitling graduates to take the test to 
become a Registered Nurse (R.N.). Four-year colleges usually 
award a Bachelor of Science in Nursing (B.S.N.), also entitling 
graduates to take the test for Registered Nurse licensure. 


Teaching faculty qualifications include Registered Nurse 
licensure, a bachelor’s degree and a graduate degree. Some 
graduate degrees entitle nurses to Advanced Registered Nurse 
Practitioner licenses (A.R.N.P.). Frequently seen faculty 
degrees include:
